The inifiotion of tables to dislribute infofmafion on the draft, 
the wor ond the ADU InitioHon of counter-tables next to recruiters whenever they 
appear on compui. These will be coupled with other forms ot octivity oround re- 
cruiters. Initiation of sjjeakers progrom on the campus deoling with the droft, rfw 
droft union and the wor. A moss leafletting at the time of the draft tests in ihe 
spring. The running of radical condtdote in the next student governmetif election, 
in order to prepare the compus for o referendum on the draft. Work is olso being 
done in areo high schools. 

An onti-droH union, dedicated to spreoding the word about the drxift. tatking 
about the war, ond helping its own members to ovoid the draff has been formed 
at Berkeley.

Given, ihen, this vicious cycle of tntimido- 
tion ond feor, t feel it is importont that 
individuol ocfion occur in tbe hope that such 
oction will breok ihe cycle ond also be conta- 
gious. Also important is the effect that on 
individuol odofdefionce has on the machine: 
it is tempororily stopped and those in chorge 
usuoHy pooic, moking o ridiculous spectocle 
of themselves ond thereby odd to the lifting 
of intimidation and fear. Our objective is to 
f eoch as many people qs possible ond moke 
ihcm ft>ink; but we must first breoV the cycle 
ond stop ihe mocbine if this is to occur.

Dave ond I wolked together from lh«> 
Cinclnatti bus stop lo the federot building 
There, just os I had told h(m, wero my 
Irietids; about sti«ty p( them, ntembori. and 
supporters ot tha onti-droll unions, I tntro 
ducod Dave as some one who dltln't think 
very much ol the war. To the Anlioth radio 
reporter he exploined, 'I'm just a peace lov 
in' guy." SIk men from the demonstration 
rode on the elevator with ui lo the second 
floor; ai we got off they began distributing 
leoflett. 

I walked Into a large wollinQ room and gave 
my name* to the receptionist. At the sound 
of my norne hojf the people in the room 
turned oround, Comrras started to roll and 
microphones were ihovwd nt me. I told 
them I planned lo rnlusc induction, Most 
of tbe questloni a^iked weren't especially 
relevant, At one point a reporter cut me 
ott saying that he didn't come to hear a 
speech. 

After about five minutes o short Marine 
lorgonl led me to a hallway in back ot the 
waiting room. There he delivered o brief 
talk Evidcnily they olroody know I wos 
planning la put up o lot o( resistonce. The 
sorgent explained that I wos nol lo leoflel. 
That if I did, my leoflets would be tjulhcitid 
up and only returned to me when I lell. 
He reminded me that I might not b» found 
qualified for Induction and end<?d with on 
oppeol for cooperation: 'If you cooperate 
with us," he said, "we'll cooperate wllli yon 
ond the whole operoNon will go )mooth«i 
for all of us.'

eating, Heie I had onottier opportunity to 
leaflet and disiui^ llie war. 

Upon returning la the Induction center I 
filled out o long medical questionoire while 
an army medic looked over my shoulder, 
f questioned him often about the nature 
of the various diteose* listed, Findlly he 
sold, "If you hod It, you'd know what It was," 

Out next step wai at urine anolyiis.lfllUd 
the Cup they gave me up to the brim and 
bonded It lo an altendont behind the counter. 
"My cup overlloweth!" I axclolmed. 

Nobody opprecioted my humor, but the 
oroa did liven up a couple minulos later. 
Hcilf o doien men crcswded around my eup 
and klured at a strip of llthmus paper. 

'Well that's a hell ol a note," 

"Wouldn't you know It." 

"Yea, all this for nothing," 

Meanwhile I wondered which wns worse, 
diabetes or prison. When I met the doctor 
he informed me that sugor bad boon found 
in my urine. Not long alter that, however, 
CI msdlc cnme In and aiked tho doctor to 
pleuie check the test; that thoy were having 
trouble. The doctor returned a couple of 
minutes later, a disgruntled look on his 
foce. 'You would think they'd know enough 
to wall lh« required ten seconds," ha sold. 

The doctor wos young and rather pleaaanl. 
He tot behind his desk ond ran down my 
medlcol questionalre. 'Beating andpolplto- 
tlng heart?' 

'Only when I'm scared." 

"If figured. Cromps In legs from lifting 
weights?" 

•Right,* 

'What do you mean by homoacKuol ten- 
dencies.'* 

"Well occording lo Freud we've oil got 
them, although 1 haven't nol'lced mine yet.' 

Our conversation wos interrupted by a 
mrts^enyer All t could hear at first was 
whispei ing. Then the doctor's voice became 
audible. *You mean I can't disquallly him."

"Was that about anything that concern* 
me," 1 Qiked. "No," he sold, 'it was for my 
information only.' Ho then told me I was to 
stay overnight in a nearby hotel. In the 
morning 1 would be Interviewed by a pay 
chlolrlsl. 

The wailing room, where I went nent, woi 
less crowded by now About twenty men sof 
in Ihe bock wotching a television set Fkst 
I refilled my pcKket) with leoflets from my 
overnighH bog. Then I sat down totalkawhile 
with the men lo either side of me. They 
llitened politely and argued their positions. 
Alter about five mirtules I got up and began 
distributing leoflets Most of tlie men took 
the leaflets, r«ud them or folded iKem to 
stuff in o pocket. A few would not accept 
lh«m and one threw his to the ground. 

'Harrisi' Slop that right away," o voice 
boomed from the back of the room. I turned 
around and saw a tall man striding through 
the rows ot lop speed, collecting leaflets 
as ho went. Ai I took my leol I sold. *Thl> 
Is supposed to be o democracy. Why con't 
we read both sides of on issue," His reply 
was lo step on my foot at he strcxfe back 
through Ihe row. 

As result of this Incldenton officer escorted 
me lo an empty room. I tat by myseH (or 
obout o half hour, then the same Marine 
sargent that hod given me a speech that 
morning wolked In, Ho began givmg me 
onother speech In brisk mditory fashion, he 
Informed me where I would spend the night, 
hove supper and breakfosi, etc. I gave him 
o real friendly look, like as to say. "Hey, 
let's cut the <rap buddy. You leem like a 
nice guy. So why should we have lo go 
through with this." My gmedlsconcertedhim 
ond he stumbled over the lost lew Unet. 

I spent the nighl with friends. The nexl 
morning when i arrived ot the restaurant 
for breakfast, my military escortwaswallii^g. 
Ho telephoned Ihe induction center to tell 
them I hodarrlved Nobody even mentioned 
the loct thol I was an hour lote I ate break 
fast with a fellow who lold me he would 
have dodged or fted the country If he didn't 




eOhvefSOlion got nownere The middle age 
clerk Irted lo put us at ease, but she wo^ 
even les^ successful thon I. Then o tordy 
Inductee arrived nnd the atnios phe r u 
changed. Dove, o Negro, strode right to 
Ihe center of Ihe room and asked sordoni 
colly, 'Hey, Is everybody ready ond (Joyei 
to serve Uncle Sam?" W« laughed and ttu- 
ke wo*, broktsn, The clerk pusstd oul ball 
point pens as a gill Iromtht! Solvation Army. 
I om sure the Solvutioti Army wos lull of 
good Intentions, but ot the time, the pens 
seemed like a cruel joke. Upon loquusl, ttie 
clerk told u* who wt]^ on the local drail 
boord ond what they did lor a living, I asked 
her how come 'liuck diivers or people 1lk«^ 
ui were never on the droltboord.* She 
lOld perhaps they never volunteered. The 
derk was anxious to encourage us In a 
metlierly woy to be proud we were doing 
our service lo the country. Our quesllons

Severol weeks lofwr I was ogojn ordered 
to repoit to the Greyhound depot for my 
interview with the shrink. This time t had 
lo go lote in the oflernoon on a regular bus 
and they pot me up overnight in ihe Pick- 
Fort-Shelby Hotel ir^ downtown Detroit In 
the morning I was picked up ond taken bock 
to Fort Woyne. 

My interview wasn't acheduted until early 
oflernoon so I spent the hours watktng around 
the eKomlning station talking to the guys 
about the war and the droit in a discreet 
manner. Whenever I was opproached and 
asked whot I was doing I merely had to 
show them my orders; upon seentg these 
they figured I was nuts, and left me alone. 
When Ihe lime for the interview come, a 
group ol us - oil there foi Ihe same reason 
■ were taken ito o waiting room where we 
were assigned number* ond called In one 
ol a time. Each Interview lasted about three 
minutes. Mine went something like this: 
Shrink: Why da you seem tobe so nervous?

I spoke with him for a 
holf on hour, trying to find circumstances in 
my post thol would explain my present re- 
listence. At one point he questioned me 
about my poliHcal beliefs. I fried to exploin 
partidpotory democroq^ to him. 'More com- 
munpstic," he said sympotheticoHy. I mode 
o hoH4ieorted aHempI to compare oureliles 
with bureoucrotic elites of Russia, but I rather 
doubt thot the ideo penetroted. 

I hove some rolher far out ideas which I 
can drog out if I need them. He seemed 
interested. 'Do things ever seem unreol to 
you,* he oslied. I told him about ceftoin 
hallutinolions thol oppeor as a result of 
practicing Zen meditation. 

'How obout LSD? Hove you ever token 
any?* 

'No,' f odmitted, 'but that's only because 
I'm getting there without it.' I don't know 
what went on in hij mind. I meoni merely 
ttiat my oworeness wos gradually expanding. 
Bock ot ttie induction center I sol on a 
bench ond fidgeted nervously while waiting 
for the verdict. Most federal prisons ore not 
thot bod, I reminded myself.

1 wondered who! her reaction would be when 
t >ort» n^n« to »hred& before handing il over. 

While I woi debating whether or not fo 
propagandize o nearby Negroe secretory an 
official called me into the doctor's office. 
The doctor glonced over the psychiotrlsl's 
notes ond in o sympathetic tone of voice 
told me. "You hove been found medicolly 
disqualified.' 

•f^ronkly," 1 said, '1 wasn'tonxiousloquallfy 
tor your orgonizoHon, but thanks onywoy."

Perhops 1 hod mode a little too strong o* 
on impression. I consider myself to be in 
excellent mentol heollh, wholever thot 
means, and I told him so.

A military otficioL escorted me down the 
holl ond into o smoll waiting room.

The 
official strode to o counter in the front to 
get my return bus ticket.

In short order the 
leoflels were collected, some of them torn 
trom honds..

rest of us, we would not let him go alone 
we would go with him. From the point he 
refused induction until his orresi, one of 
us would be handcuffed to him at oil limes, 
ond we would employ an eloborate system 
to inform the others of the arrest to that 
they could get themselves handcuffed into 
the choin. Fortunately, the plon never got 
beyond this stoge. Some ot us hod been talk- 
ing with him oboul his position ond the 
reolity o( his decision. We found thot he hod 
nol considered very seriously the possibility 
of going to prison (this situotion arose rather 
early in the life of the group). He felt he 
would win his court cose- Some checking dis- 
covered thot he had very little chonce of 
winning such a cose. With this new inlormo- 
lion that the refusal of induction meont 
prison, Dave still lelt it was the only course 
open to him. A number of us lelt uncomfor- 
table at this point, and began trying to 
bring some of Dove's feelings obout this 
oclion to the surface. As we talked together 
Dave begon to realiie that going to priion 
would be an immoral a<:1 for him, and thot 
he honestly could apply for CO. Being to- 
gether in this experience wos important to 
the development of our community.

For others his cOse appeored to be very 
similar to Dove's, though Bruce reodily 
acknowledged that he would hove lo spend 
some time In prison. Some tried to dissuade 
Bruce trom his oction while others simply 
accepted his decision. We met to decide how 
we might support Bruce. We found it oil 
too obvious thot the only meaningful sup- 
port from us would be to destroy our draft 
cards with him. Not being willing to take 
that action at the time, wewerediscouraged, 
ond could only give publicity-type support. 
Bruce went ahead with his decision. The 
effect on the group at first was disturbing. 
While it did roise the level of seriousness 
OS Only an action con, we found no way 
to be together in the oction. The group 



oclion saying, "WE WONT GO. The under- 
signed men of dfoft oge will not serve in 
the U. S. military and encouroge others 
to do the same.' This od was effective in 
its own right. We were together in it. But 
it wos on action taken independently of 
Bruce's action. 

It seems thotBruce's oclion, while initially 
divisive, moy have been crucial in the 
development of the group. It raised two 
months ago the question of dro^t card burn- 
ing, which now has became o serious possi- 
bi lity lor most ot us. (See Section VI]. 
V. MOVING INTO TOWN 

From the beginning the 'we won't go' 
group had o sense that we should organize 
in the locolity. The people who face the 
draft immediolely with their lives are not 
on campus but in town. The first moves 
into town come independently of any group 
decision. Two of the people begon on their 
own fo leaflet the buses toWing people from 
Ithaca to Syrocuse for their pre-induction 
physicols. They wrote a leoflel which they 
brought to the group lor criticism. The names 
ond phone numbers of oil the porlicipants 
were included in the Seaflet. olong with a 
suggestion thot potential inductees should 
coll if they needed some help. Two other 
guys went lo talk with o womon whose son 
hod been senl to Vietnam, and who had 
written to the Ithoco paper criticizing the 
government's position. She gove them some 
names of friends of her son whofoced induc- 
tion but did not wont to go. 

We begon to discuss how to opprooch the 
guys in town who faced induction in o more 
systemotic monner. We needed o phone 
number where people could coll tor help 
and perhops o ploce where we might folk 
with high schcwl and working guys. We 
soon decided to try to open a counseling 
center in town. We would odvertise this 
center in o variety of ways (newspapers, 
moilifigs to the high school juniors and 
seniors, lealleting certain sections of town, 
speaking to church and community youth 
groups, etc.). We would fry to mointain 
contoct with the guys we counseled and if 
pouible organize a "we won'lgo'movemenl 
)c'-'n We also so-w the possil: ' 

iivjiai.ng Gclult parficipalion in 

i&!mg cenier, thus building a wici. 

of support for potential action ond focusing 
oclivity among adult peoce people in tthoco. 
These are difficult goals, ond we ore still 
in the beginning stages. 

A store front would hove been ideal for 
the center, buf we did not hove the finonciol 
resources. The Unitarian Parish House wos 
on eKcellent possibility because of its loca- 
tion next door to the locol draft board. 
We entered o long negotiotion with the Uni- 
tarians which finally resulted in Iheirleosing 
us a space at o nominal rent. The discussion 
within the Church was itself o voluoble 
start toword the gool of building a base of 
adult support. We opened the center in 
mid-Jonuory tor M hours per week. We 
got a full slock of literature ond o telephone 
ond begon to odvertise in the local papers. 



AGAINST THE DRAFT IN CINCINNATI 



Cincinnati SDS 
On March 2, 35 people from Antiocti and 
Cincinnati demonstrated ot the Cincinnoti 
Federal Building in support of Bill Hartreg, 
on SDS onti-drofi organizer who wa& being 
orroigned tor drofi refusal. A week later 
501 o 60 people demonslroted in support 
ol Mork Harris who was refusing induction. 
Mork is an onlidrall union orgoniier In 
Southern Ohio. 

During the demonstration, five ol the de- 
monstrotors entered the induction center 
proper to leaflet and lolk with ihe inductees. 
Alter they lefl, Deputy U. S. Morshalls or- 
dered them to leove Ihe building. When 
someone asked the MorshoHs what low was 
being broken ■ three of Ihe tivewere shoved 
into an elevotor. One of Ihe throe was 
teor-gossod with one at those "lady Pro- 
lectors.' Ai onother of Ihe three was being 
dragged from the building, he too was 
gosted. When the hvo vlctlmj went to Ihe 
inllrmory in Ihe Federol Building lo have 
their eyes woshed out, they were arrested 
for "assualt ol o federal official." Th« penally 
con be as stiH as ihree year* and >5,000. 
The demonstration was considered success.

The demonstrotions were staged by the 
anti-drott unions of Antioch, Cincinnati, and 
Eorlhom, The combined membership, alter 
about O monlh ol organizing, is 150. Now, 
our movement lends to look for o magic 
key thai will unlock oil the chains of oppres- 
sion ond brainwashing ihol our peoplebeor. 
There is, of course, no such key. Anti-drott 
unions are not on 'Open Sesame." But they 
ore an elleclive, substantial blow ogoinsf a 
vitol port of the mochinery of oppression.

Cincinnoti will be taking the first steps 
in anll-drolt high school orgonliing; we hope 
thai those who hove hod such experiericu 
will use NLN to enlighten and encourogo 
those ol us toiling owoy in lower Ohio- 
Money is urgently needed lor the defense

Up until that point we had 
none of these things ond were not pleosed 
to hove to select 'leoders.' We decided tc 
seporofe the counselir>g center from our 
other octivity and to formolize ourselves 
only for that one function. To the publicw^ 
became the Selechve Service Counseling 
Committee operating the Selective Service 
Counseling Center. The tendency now that 
we ore institutionalized in this porHol sense 
is lo rest on the Cenier ond expect people 
lo come to us. Our slowness in reoching out 
from the center to do organizing is of leosf 
partially the result ot the ease of thinking 
that we ore already orgoniiing in town 
simply by manning o counseling service. 
The second mo|or danger is related to 
the first: o counseling center in itself Is 
not o radicol ideo. If we use the center tor 
contacts to begin orgoniiing, we condorodi- 
cal work. If we allow the cenier fo be seK- 
contained we ore on the same path thot the 
civil rights 'luloriol progroms' eventually 
look. Thof is, we will be in fhe liberal bog 
of simply trying to 'help' people in a specific 
and limited woy. The center eventually will 
repel radicals and come lo be manned by 
people who hove no desire lo orgoniie, 
but only to 'make needed intormotion avail- 
able' ond show what a democrotic system 
the draft Is because o select few can get 
CO, 

With the reservations discussed, I think 
thot the move into town is essentiol to fhe 
draff resistance movemenf ond a very sign' 
f icon t comment on the method of orgoniiing.

The encourogjng 
thing about fhe Ifhoca experience is that, 
organized the woy il was, there is o naturoi 
dynomic toward off-compus organizing. 1 
suspect that this dynomic would occur in 
most similarly organized groups All porli- 
cipants will gain greatly in clorification of 
their positions, buf there is o deod end 
lor such discussion. The move into town 
ond into work with potentially more mili- 
tant resistors is one very meaningful way 
lo go beyond thot deod end. 

IV WHERE DO WE GO FROM HERE? 

The experience of the Ithoco group sug- 
gests one other woy to go beyond intimate 
personal discussion among students. This 
woy ogoin is rooted in these very impof- 
tonl personal discussions ond on the reol 
communicotion which leods lo real decisions. 
Al the time when Bruce destroyed his drofl 
cord there was very lirtle interest among the 
group for others to follow. Since that time 
(mad-December) we hov* hod liHle chonce 
for the lull group lo discuss persoriol stonds 
Whot meetings we hove hod in the Christ- 
mas, exams, semester break period hove 
been devoted primarily (o the functioning 
ol the counseling contef ond the effort to 
organize in town.

This manifesto is Q good revolutionory oppeoi for three reasons. First, its asser- 
tion that Vietnom is o 'focisi war ond thot Block men hove nothing to gain by fight- 
ing for racist AmerHo" is not only a true statement, but also o stolement which 
cannot be dismissed by the Block men who ore its (orgef. Second, by colling upon 
Block people to unite to oct m a way thot is so obviously in their common interest 
il oims to compound the problemsofthegovernment irt suppressing the movemerii, 
Finoily. it spells out a chonge in (he rules o* the gome in the U.S.A.: From now on 
the colonioliied Block men of this country ore going to concenlrote on ^eir own 
Uberotion msleod of toting o rifle m the while mon s war of repression ogoinsl 
onotber colonioliied people struggling for liberation. 

Thus, we arrive at some rules of thumb for revolutionary undertakings. First of 
o'l. the bosic description of how things really ore must make much more sense to 
the people who ore to be organiied Ilian does the officioUy favored view of how 
things ore. Ir\deed, the goal should be to come up with on argument that makes so 
mo<h sense that it con completely supplont the official world view and relegate it 
to the tcrop heap reserved for 'crqckpol' notions. An exomple of on officiol world 
view Thot^ hos beenjosi^d in the 'crackpot* heap is to be found in Boyard Rustin's 
famous 'Ffeedom Budget (or All Americans.' This docymeni, often with overtones 
o* desperation, orguei tfiot the American social system does not provide sensible 
grounds lor organiied Block resistance to the established order. It moinloins that 
Block men should believe thai they hove been the victims of on unfortunote little 
Occident which con be easily remedied as soon os the government commits enough 
of its budget lo the War on Poverty, H even ventures lo proiect an ev<;# bigger 
mililory establishment which con be supported in its accustomed style right olong- 
lide the Wor on Poverty - thanks to policies which would be aimed more at ex- 
panding the obsoli^te s'le of the economy than ot the rcdistribulion of wealth. As 
things turned out, however, the basic ideo of 'he 'Ffeedom Budget for Ail Ameri- 
cans' woi so quickly proved to be 'crocltpof thot even Boyord Austin was forced 
to odmit thai Black people who believe in It ore being taken (or a ride.

The droll as on organizing fssue lervds 
ilself well to the for motion of groups where 
ecch person hos equal pcrtieipotion ond 
influence. Each person hos hii own exper- 
ience with Selective Service, and eoch per- 
son's position can be respected and dis- 
cussed by the whole group - no one has 
the speciol *outhoritv' or the greotest 'ex- 
perience * To organize in the woy done m 
Ithoco rcoliies this possibility. Il builds o 
solid group (call it onion or commwr*ity) 
where eoch person reltes on himself for 
leadership. 

An equally important strength is that a 
group orgomzed in this way seem^ to gene- 
rote its own dynomic independent of any 
one or two porticiponts. This dynomic pro- 
pels group thinking to o level tha* one 
leoder and a number of (otiowerscorrorely 
achieve. The dynomic olso propels imple- 
mentotion of decisions which come out of 
Ihe reol communication estobiished ond 
seems to inspire individuals to implement 
their own ideos on tfieir own. 

The radically democonc nature of the 
group end iKe self Teliance which results 
hos very important ^internal education* ^pe 
results. Eoch person in the group grows 
in his ability as an organizer ond eoch 
person goes through a rodicoliling process. 
So often, rodicot ization comes from travel - 
to the third world, to Europe or lo Ihe 
Americon South -■ where o view of the true 
noture of American society is moreohvious. 
The draft is on issue where people ore 
rodicalized by orgomiing to light theur own 
light.

The recommendotion of the lottery sys.eir. to reploce .he current SS5 is cjn indico- 
lion thol the executive branch of the government has decided thot .he old way ,s 
no lonaer feosible in mo^imiiing the u.iUty of ovoiiable manpower. Three actors 
were loraely responsible for this policy change, and will be discussed below. 1) 
The build in inequities of Ihe current deferment systenn have received very clear 
public visibility with Ihe resul. thol there has been widespread indignation. The 
polrticol discredi.ing and conflict thol result arc obviously undesirable effects of o 
system designed to minimiie visibility and conflict. 2) The lost 10 yeors have seen 
the rapid growth o( both public and private programs which have assumed man- 
power chonnelling funCions; thus, the SSS is no longer so crucial in this field. 3) 
Many governmen. and corporate leaders have come to doubt whether the SSS is 
the bes. odministrotive structure .o oversee manpower allocation. There ore indica- 
tions thot these leaders believe that, given the current structure o( Americar* cor- 
porote indusfrialijin, rronpower allocotion could bes. be .actomphshed by deport- 
mentoliling this function in vorious sectors of the government and private industry. 
The reevaluolion of the usefulness of the manpower channeling aspect of .he SSS 
is indicotive of o current chonge in the government's view of how this function will 
be handled in Ihe future. It indicotes also a cleorer articulation of the division 
of roles between the public and the privote sectors of the economy. Although this 
is not the place to discuss this (a future orticle in NLN will carry an article on .his 
tapicl I mention it briefly as i. is importoni to understonding .he rationole behind 
such a major chonge. Briefly, the governmen. is beginning to realize .hot it does 
not hove the facilities or Ihe mondote lo become deeply involved in manpower 
allocation. Thus, it is heading in Ihe direction of manpower preporotion, v.'hile the 
private sec.or is preporing to ossume the responsibilityfor assuring the ovoilability 
- in five to hvenly year perspectives - of specific groups of skilled labor. Through 
the job corp, education and other such programs, the governmenl gives mosses 
of men the basic skills needed in Ihe economy today ond teoches them to exped 
ond wont to then receive further troining in o specific sec.or of the economy. 
From there, the private sector lakes over ond through the rapidly growrng training 
programs .roins its own men for its own future use. 

There have also been mony criticisms .hatthe SSS, despite the breadth of the law 
setting i. up, is still loo isolated and separated from many aspects o^ the economy 
to reolly operote efficiently in manpower ollocotion. Currently, information is go- 
thered ond distributed from o vosf number of people in federol, sfote ond local 
governments and in industrial concerns. There ore certain committees, such c-- 'fic- 
Interagency Committee on Essentiol Activi.jies ond Cri.ical Occupations, vi !■ 
to process and onolyie a lot of the informo.ion. For Ihe most port, 1-.- 
seems that the process of information distribution ond onalysi^ .- ? - 
and iherelore haphazard if o really thorough job is lo be do . 
the general chorocter of the SSS odminislration, especiatly .he sctu.- 
boards, in no way aisu'es ifie cfficivnt ond sophisti-colt-d i mplemon tol'On ilioi <'-..-. 
pervasive function demands. 

A SSS bosed on o loHer would hove several odvonloges over the old woy in 
minimizing disruption. By specifying arid limiting Ihe lime of liobilify, the duration 
of uncertainty wouldbegreatly reduced. Furthermore, when men ore nineteen, they 
hove not yel seriously started to train for specific careers; unions, corporations 
have not yet invested resources in troining them, and they hove not yet been 
entered into long term planning schedules. 

In addition, there is o generol feeling .hot those who hove hod militory exper- 
ience lor ol least two years and then reenter the institutions of sociely, such os 
the university, would hove a beneficial affect on the prevailing ottitudes ol these 
injtitulion, since they would be older, and thence, more serious about .he business 
"of getting down to business". And of course, the lottery would pacify most of the 
present critics of the droft because oi i.s equolitorion trappings, 

Beneoth .he surface of the endorsement ol the lottery, however, .here are some 
basic conflicts within the government. These will probably be monifes.ed when .he 
loHery system ,s worked out in more detoil. More specifically, it is unlikely that .he 
delerment system will be abolished os .horoughly os was odvised by .he Morsholl 
Commiss.on. The basic splil comes be.ween those who con.inue to think that .he 
bS5 must con mue its channeling functions ond those who feel thol they ore now 
dispensable. Johnson, when he endorsed the Marshal Commission recommendo- 
tions, seemed to side with those who think it .s no longer feasible - though his 
lotements on deferments indicoted tho.he is notyet convinced .ho. the channeling

There ore currently two populor views regarding the st,mula..on or develop- 
ment of individuol resilience. The first of these holds that on .nd.v.duol w, I be able 
lo commit an act of resis.ence only after he has developed an ,nte lectuollindeed. 
ideoloQical) orienlotion iho. will allow him lo understand his relotionship to h.s 
environment. The individual's understanding ol this relationship leodsolrnosl .nevit- 
ably to the conclusion Ihot he must act. In other words, when the individuol comes 
to appreciate his subjugoted relationship within a system of coercion thai is support- 
ed by on inhumon society, he will choose to resist rather thon remoin unfree. 

The second, and perhops more popular conception of how individuol resislence 
develops has sometimes been called the "oc.ionthesis"by those "movement" people 
who, during the yeorsof their youth, gainedoccess to the Saturdoy morning movies 
by employing the old "rush and crush" technique, The "oction thesis" contends that 
individuoU oHoin Ihe psychologicol-behovioral status of o resisler by viewing ond 
engaging in acts of resistence.lt is not necessary tor iheindividual lo have o fully 
developed oworeness of his stotus in relation to the stale or other people who ore 
porlicipah'ng in octs of resistence. While the proponents of the "oction thesis' are 
unclear about all the variables involved in precipitating this form of resistence, they 
feel rhot a collforaclion somehow stimulates Ihe individual and ollows him to break 
through his socie.olly conditioned inhibitions with an act of resistence. 

Both the intellectual ond ochon models for explaining resislence hove some 
merit in ihat there have been instances of individuol resistence thot would provide 
confirming dota for both models. However, if one were to judge the volidity of 
each model occording to the frequency with which acts of resistence hove occured 
OS the result ol intellectual understanding vs. action induction, the action model 
would undoubtedly win out. 

If by some abnormal assertion of will power you have managed to read thus 
for, you ore probobly beginning to wonder about what .he hell droft resistence 
reolly meons. No single definition or theoretical formulation will permit Ihe under- 
stonding of the essence of resislence in Americo. For droft resislence is the exis- 
tential stance described by the man who would die rather thon be forced to kill. It 
is the oction and awareness of a mother or young lover who hides or otherwise 
protects her mon from the draft. It is Ihot enthralling moment when groups of 
Americans stand together and express their deepest 'love for one another by 
shouting -NOT WITH OUR LIVES YOU DONT. 

UNION BEGETS LIFE 

Although droft resistence in any particular place may commence with on indivi- 
duol expression of o rather prevalent but disuse group concern with the droft, we 
have learned in the lostfew months that such actions become in some ways nothing 
more than futile gestures, unless they ore supported by unified group octivity. 
individual resisters ore easily isolated and punished, and this frequently leods lo the 
demoroliiolion of other potential resisters. Even if the individual resister fs success- 
ful, hisdeed will remain unknown toall but a few people. For these ond mony other 
leosons, Ihe development of unions of draft resisters should be regarded os esserv 
lial to the dAvelopment of an effective draft resistence movmmmrtt in Amvrico. Gr*nf 
itrength and on obfllty to endure hordship can be derived from a group of people 
who come logether for the purpose of borgoining collectively for their freedom. 

Successfully organizing or porticipoling in the development of resisters unions 
is no simple matter. Although .he techniques for fostering unions ore still crude and 
unsophisticoted, o few generolizo.ions might be made concerning the orgonization 
ond undertakings of resisters unions. 

1. No one (with the possible exception of FBI agents) should be excluded from 
membership. Any ottempi to initiate or mointoin q group with o membership thot 
includes only people who are willing loengogein "hard core" resistence is likely lo 
foil. The reoson for this statement is ihalil is very difficult to organize instant resis- 
tence. Persons interested in joining a union ore likely to differ widely in their levels 
of sophistication and commitment, Such persons will havedifficulfy in coming to the 
point where Ihey con openly engoge in acts of resistence unless they ore exposed 
(os members) to Ihe educational oclivilfes ond sense of solidarity that defines o 
draft resisters union. 

2. The feeling of group solidority and community that must be developed if a 
union is to endure con be generoled only by open ond honest gut-level talks. 
Educational talks, panel discussions and seminors con be utilized to elucidate the 
nature of a power structure which kills hundreds of people each day, and these 
group QCtivifies should be structured in such o wOy as lo moximize individuol 
participation ond involvement, 

3. The use of "WE WON'T GO" petitions with vorying formols hos been popular 
with neorly oil of the college groups in this country. These petitions and the octivity 
of obtaining addilionol signatures has ben the focal undertaking of severol groups. 
The groupswhohove emphasized Ihesigningofthe petition or statement as o major 
activity hove failed to develop the ongoing programs .hot ore necessory for the 
development of o union. This foilure suggests Ihe following: 

A. While Ihe petition may be utilized os o symbol ol group solidority union 
members should be encouroged lo oHend several educa.ionol ond soul sessioni 
before making ony decision lo sign the petition. It people ore oHowed lo sign the 
petition as on act of inlotion, they may get cold feet ond withdraw from Ihe group 
at some later dole. Such withdrawals con hove o demorolizing and fragmenting 
impact upon o union, » o 

B^ Some groups hove adopted two petitions, one for draft eligible moles, ond 
ano her lor women and non-draf. eligible moles. The wisdom of sponsoring two 
^rTT fh°"'d be questioned becouse oil persons parlicipoling in union acHvilies 
ore equally l.able under both Selective Service low ond Ihe sedition octs. Perhops
